How do you deal with doubt? 

Faith! 

F - Find the root of your doubt 

A - Ask God and others for help 

"I do believe; help my unbelief!" Mark 9:24 

I - Identify your questions 

T - Take care of your spiritual health 

H - Hold your remaining questions in tension

God
